TO 


SHOULD 
STRIVE 


During the 
next few weeks the 


schools all over the country will hold 
their closing exercises. Many a young 
man and woman will step from the 
doors of the educational institutions 
where, perhaps, they have spent many 
years, with little idea what the rough 
side of practical life is. 


Discipline and duty have at times 


seemed irksome, yet the sweet remem- 
brance of school days will ever linger 
and serve to lighten the cares of years 
to come. 


As these young people step into ac- 


tive life, it frequently occurs that all 
looks bright and inviting, and few or 
them realize the dangers and disap- 
pointments that beset their paths. Bep- 
tiles more venomous than the rattle- 
snake, yet in the guise of boon compan- 
ions, will be met on every hand. Tempt- 
ations that were little thought of and 
never encountered during their school 
experience, will present themselves, 
and in fact the first year in the bnsy 
world to those who have just finished 
school, is the most dangerous. A mis- 
step may ruin one's whole future, but 
care and judgment in the beginning 
will result in success and tend to en- 
courage one to accomplish an am- 
bition. 


One of the greatest hardships that 


the young person meets in the present 
day is the rebuffs and cold shoulder 
given by their elders. A young man 
or woman timidly seeks for a position 
to earn an honest living and is re- 
ceived with the gruff answer, that they 
are too young or their lack of experi- 
ence is a bar to their employment. 
They turn away disappointed and per- 
haps try again, to meet a like reverse. 
After two or three trials they are dis- j 
heartened and feel that their education 
has been of but little benefit, and lose 
the confidence thev began with. In 
many instances they find employment, 
but flnd an employer who expects as 
much from them as from an experi- 
enced person. Fault is found, aud too 
frequently harsh words are spoken and 
they are dismissed, when a kind word 
or a suggestion offered in the proper 
manner, would have set them right aud 
redoubled their energy to ex^el. The 
employer usually shows himself to be 
an ignoramus or a brute in this regard 
and the fall of many a young person is 
directly chargeable to him. 


From the time the graduate begins to 


make his or her way in the world.stum- 
bling blocks are encountered, and this 
fact should be indelibly impressed upon 
their minds before leaving school, so 
that they may be prepared in a measure 
to battle with the world. A few disap- 
pointments should not deter them from 
trying again, and instead of discourag- 
ing should urge them on to accomplish 
their aim in life. Let the young peo- 
ple who begin active life this year de- 
cide that they have a place in the world 
to fill and apurpose to accomplish, and 
strive for that place and purpose with 
all of the vim and energy that they 
formerly showed at school in making a 
record in their studies or games, and 
the results are sure to be encouraging.

A large number of National 
Committeemen arrived this morning, 
but wore reticent about giving their 
views regarding the treatment of the 
negroes by tho St. Louis boarding 
house keepers. 
M. H. de Young of 


San Francisco, owner and editor of the 
Chronicle, and a member of the National 
Committee, is here. 


He said it was not a part of the du- 


ties of the Committee to secure hotel 
accommodations for any of the dele- 
gates, whether white or black. 
He 


would oppose any effort to bring the 
matter. National Committeeman Jas. 
Hill of Mississippi, a negro, thought he 
had secured rooms at Karats hotei, 
but was informed last night that tbe 
clerk had made a mistake in assigning 
him a room, every room having been 
previously engaged. 


P. H. Lannan of the Salt Lake 


Tribune arrived to-day, in company 
with National Committeeman Salis- 
bury of Utah. 


Both are for for free silver and will 


advocate a plank of that character in 
the platform. 


"It would be folly for anyone to say 


what the convention will do on the 
money question," said Lannan, " but I 
am confident that it will not decree for 
a single gold standard; neither do I 
think the platform will declare for free 
silver. I am not pretending to say 
what the convention will or will not do, 
but is my holiest opinion that the 
money plank will be of such a charact er 
that the free silver men of the pai ty 
can stand on it."

WASHINGTON, June 
9.—When the 


House reconvened tbis morning at 10 
o'clock the legislative day of Saturday 
was still in existence. There was a 
fair attendance of Republicans, but less 
than a half dozen Democrats wore on 
tbe floor. McMilhm, in explanation of 
the absence of members on his side of 
tho House said that the Democrats did 
not consider it their duty to attend the 
closing hours of the session to help 
furnish a quorum for the purpose of 
unseating another Democrat, Pending 
the question there was a motion to lay 
on the table the motion to leconsider 
tbe vote by which tbe House decided to 
consider the election case of Aldrich 
vs. Underwood. The vote resulted in 
93 to 31, 1G declining to vote. This 
made a total of 145 present, 31 less than 
a quorum. In order to break tbe dead- 
lock a call of the House was ordered 
The doors were closed and the Sergeant- 
at-Arms directed to bring in the ab- 
sentees.

It compelled the mem- 
bers brought in by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms to vote on the impending ques- 
tion. The motion was carried by 130 to 
45. The Speaker counted four mem- 
bers present, but not voting. McMil- 
lan attempted to make a point of order 
that the report in the election case was
